I purpoſe, through 
God's aſſiſtance, to adminiſter to all ſuch 
Is ſhall be religiouſly and devoutly diſpoſed, the 
noſt comfortable Sacrament of the Body and 
Blood of Chriſt, to be by them received in re- 
nembrance of his meritorious croſs and paſſion, 
hereby alone we obtain remiſſion of our fins, 
nd are made partakers of the kingdom of hea- 
yen. Wherefore it is our duty to render moſt 
humble and hearty thanks to Almighty God our 
heavenly Father, for that he hath given his Son 
our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, not only to die for us, 
but alſo to be our ſpiritual food and ſuſtenance 
in that Holy Sacrament. Which being ſo divine 
and comfortable a thing to them who receive it 
worthily, and ſo dangerous to them that will 
preſume to receive it unworthily ; my duty is to 
exhort you in the mean ſeaſon to conſider the dig- 
nity of that holy myſtery, and the great peril of 
the unworthy receiving thereof, and ſo to ſearch 
and examine your own conſciences, (and that not 
lightly, and after the manner of diſſemblers with 
God ; but ſo) that ye may come holy and clean 
to ſuch a heavenly Feaſt, in the marriage-garment 
required by God in holy Scripture, and be re- 
ceived as worthy partakers of that holy Table. 
The way and means thereto is: Firſt, to exa- 
mine your lives and converſations by the rule of 
God's commandments ; and wherein ſoever ye 
ſhall perceive yourſelves to have offended, either 
by will, word, or deed, there ro bewail your 
own finfulneſs, and to confeſs yourſelves with 
full purpoſe of amendment of lite. And if ye 
„„ 8 | RR 
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{hall perceive your offences to be ſuch, as are not 
only againſt God, but alſo againſt your neigh. 
bours, then ye ſhall reconcile yourſelves unto f8 
them, being ready ro make reſtitution and ſatiſ- 
faction, according to the utmoſt of your powers, 
for all injuries and wrongs done by you to any 
other; and being likewiſe ready to forgive ail 
others that have offended you, as ye would have 
forgiveneſs of your offences at God's hand: for 
otherwiſe the receiving of the Holy Communion 
doth nothing elſe but increaſe your Condemna. 
tion. Therefore if any of you be a blaſphemer 
of God, an hinderer or ſlanderer of his word, an 
adulterer, or be in malice, or envy, or in any 
other grievous crime; repent you of your fins, 
or elſe come not to that Holy Table, leſt after 
the taking of that Holy Sacrament, the Devil enter 
into you, as he entred into Judas, and fill you full 
of all iniquities, and bring you to deſtruction both 
of body and ſoul. 
And becauſe it is requiſite, that no man ſhould 

come to the Holy Communion, but with a full 
truſt in God's mercy, and with a quiet conſci- | 
ence ; therefore if there be any of you, whoſe 
conſcience is troubled or grieved in any thing, 
and requireth comfort or counſel ; let him come 
to me or to ſome other dilcreet and learned 
Prieſt, and confeſs and open his fin and grief, 
that of us (as of the Miniſters of God) he may 
receive the benefit of Abſolution, together with 
ghoſtly counſel and advice, to the quieting of his 
conſcience, and avoiding of all ſcruple and doubt- 
ſulnels. | * bt 
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0 Or in caſe the Prieft ſhall ſee the People negli- 
gent to come to the Holy Communion, inſtea of 
the former he ſhall uſe this Exhortation. 


Dubach beloved brethren; on I intend 
by God's grace to celebrate the Lord's Sup- 
per: unto which in God's belialf I bid you all 
that are here preſent, and beſeech you for the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt's ſake, that ye will not refuſe 
to come thereto, being ſo lovingly called and 
bidden by God himſelf. Ye know how grievous 
and unkind a thing it is, when a man hath pre- 
pared a rich feaſt, decked his table with all kind 
of proviſion, ſo that there lacketh nothing but 
the gueſts to fit down, and yet they: who are 
called (without any cauſe) moſt unthankfully re- 
fuſe to come, Which of you in ſuch a caſe would 
not be moved 2 Who would not think a great 
injury and wrong done unto him? Wheretore, 
moſt dearly beloved in Chriſt, take ye good heed, 
leſt ye withdrawing yourſelves from this Holy 
Supper, provoke God's indignation againſt you. 
lt is an caſy matter for a man to ſay, I will not 
communicate, becauſe I am otherwiſe hindred 
with worldly buſineſs. But ſuch excuſes are not 
eaſily accepted and allowed before God. If any 
man ſay, I am a grievous ſinner, and therefore 
am afraid to come: wherefore then do ye not 
' repent and amend ? When God callerh you, are 
ye not aſhamed to ſay you will not come? When 
ye ſhould return to God, will ye excuſe your- 
ſelyes, and ſay ye are not ready? Conſider ear- 
neſtly with yourſelves, how little ſuch feigned 
excuſes will avail before God. They * re- 
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fuſed the Feaſt in the Goſpel, becauſe they had 
bought à farm, or would try their yokes of oxen, 
or becauſe they were married, were not ſo ex- 
cuſed, but counted unworthy of the heavenly 
Feaſt. I for = ” 9m ſhall be ready ; and accor- 
ding to mine office, I bid you in the Name of 
God, I call you in Chriſt's behalf; I exhort you, 
as you love your own Salvation, that ye will be 


partakers of this Holy Communion. And as the 


Son of God did vouchſafe to yield up his Soul 
by death upon the croſs for your ſalvation : fo 
it is your duty to receive the Communion, in 
remembrance of the ſacrifice of his death, as 
he himſelf hath commanded : Which if you ſhall 
negle& to do, conſider with yourſelves, how 
great injury ye do unto God, and how ſore 
puniſhment hangeth over 5 heads for the 
ſame; when ye wiltully abſtain from the Lord's 
Table, and ſeparate from your brethren, who 
come to feed on the banquet of that moſt hea- 
venly food. Theſe things if ye earneſtly con- 
ſider, ye will by God's grace return to a better 
mind; for the obtaining whereof, we ſhall not 
ceaſe to make our humble petitions unto Al- 
mighty God our heavenly Father. 


At the time of the Celebration of the Communion, 
the Communicants ſtanding with their faces to- 
wards the Altar, the Prieſt being turned to them 
Hall ſay this Exhortation. 

In Cathedral Churches or other Places, where 
there is daily Communion, it ſhall be ſufficient 
to read this Exhortation only on Sundays and 
Holy-days.

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| DN beloved in the Lord, ye that mind to 


come to the Holy Communion of the Body 
and Blood of our Saviour Chriſt, muſt conſider 
how Saint Paul exhorteth all perſons diligently 


A © try and examine themſelves, before they pre- 


ſume to eat of that Bread, and drink of that 
Cup. For as the benefit is great, if with a true 
penitent heart and lively Faith we receive that 
Holy Sacrament ; ( for then we ſpiritually eat the 
fleſh of Chriſt, and drink his Blood; then we 
dwell in Chrift, and Chriſt in us; we are one 
with Chriſt, and Chriſt with us:) ſo is the 
danger great, if we receive the fame unworthily. 
for then we are guilty of the body and blood 
of Chriſt our Saviour; we eat and drink a judg- 
ment againſt ourſelves, not conſidering the 
Lord's body; we kindle God's wrath againſt 
us; we provoke him to plague us with divers 
diſeaſes, and ſundry kinds of death. Judge 
therefore yourſelves, brethren, that ye be not 
judged of the Lord ; repent you truly for your 
ins Et have a lively and ſtedfaſt Faith in 
Chriſt our Saviour; amend your lives, and be 
in perfect charity with all men; ſo ſhall ye be 
meet partakers of thoſe Holy Myſteries.
